It is expected 
that the fire will be 
seen for miles a- 
round. 

When the caravan 
reaches the house, 
ushers will be there 
to line the cars up 
along a white semi- 
circular line around 
the building. All 

Glesner lights of the cars 
will be left on to provide light for 
the performance preceeding the ig- 
niting of the house. 

The annual soph-frosh pole-rush, 
which is always sure to kindle spirit 
among the members of both classes, 
will be the high light of the main 
event on the program preceeding the 
fire. There will also be a tgu-o-war 
and sack race. 

Coach Bill Cook, mentor of the 
Santa Ana team and adviser of the 
Junior Lions club, will give a speech 
along with those of Captain Al 
Kluthe and Chaney, and several of 
the football team. Yells and stunts 
led by the two yell-leaders, are pre- 
pared to furnish much amusement. 

To cap off the event, Captain Al 
Kluthe will light a match to the 
structure, and the whole town will 
watch it burst forth into flame. While 
it is burning the Dons and Donas will 
serpentine around the blazing mass.
